The article strongly suggest- 
ed that the administration of 
President Valéry Giscard d’Es- 
taing, particularly his Interior 
Minister, Michel Poniatowski, 
had explicitly given the Ameri- 
can agency freedom to spy on 
French communists. 

Neither the French Govern- 
ment nor the United States Em- 
bassy commented on the Hu- 
manité charges, When ae list 
of 32 alleged C.LA. agents pur-:
